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TRANSPLANTING TREES. 


Tbe active 
parts 
of a tree 
are 
the 


spongioles 
and the leaves. 
The form- 


er permeating 
the ground, 
ducking 


therefrom 
water 
impregnated 
with 


some of the needed 
materials 
for the 


further building up of the form, car- 
bon and other substances 
in a ga/.eous 


state, which are required 
in the struc- 


ture, as well as to permit the escape 
ofthe water and gases after they have 
performed there various offices. 


To insure the highest state of health 


and 
greatest 
luxuriance, 
it follows 


that a perfect equilibrium 
must exist 


between 
the leaves 
of a tree and its 


spongioles. 
If the power of the spon- 


gioid is in excess of the leaves, new 
buils, 
branches 
and 
leaves 
will be 


found out to preserve the equilibrium. 
Ifthe leaves are in excess of the capa- 
bilities 
of the spongioles 
to supply 


water and the other requisite material 
taken up from the ground; they soon 
wdt, shrivel and close 
up their pores, 


and if necessary, 
in order to restore 


the 
equilibrium, 
die, falling to the 


ground, 
and 
there 
with their dead 


bodies spread over the earth detain the 
water therein, 
so that the spongioles 


may obtain v greater supply of this 
life-preserving fluid. 


There are reasons and facts to support 


the conclusion 
that electricity is the 


power which causes 
the circulation of 


the sap in vegetables. 
That undefined 


power, 
called 
capillary 
attraction, 


seems 
so inefficient to raise to the tops 


of lofty trees, the enormous quantity 
of water daily used 
and exhaled by a 


large and vigorously growing tree. If 
such is tlie case, 
the electrical 
condi- 


tion of the earth aud the atmosphere 
at the time of and immediately follow- 
ing the transplanting 
of trees, must 


exert a controling 
influence 
over the 


degree ofthe check caused by the func- 
tions of the tree by the operation of 
transplanting 
when it is performed 


with ordinary 
skill and 
carefulness. 


It 
is 
a 
well 
known 
fact 
that 


the electrical 
current 
which 
passes 


through 
a 
lightning 
rod 
is 


more 
active, 
and 
much 
greater 


when the earth end of the rod is ein- 
beded in wet ground, than when it is 
in comparative 
dry earth, 
and 
we 


know that the circulation of the sap, 
in a tree having 
its roots in dry and 


parched ground, is almost 
instantan- 


eously increased 
when the ground in 


which the roots are etnbeded are satu- 
ated with water. This part, and many 
others 
which the careful obserer may 


note, tends to strengthen tlie conclu- 
sion that electricity is the great power 
which causes 
the circulation of sap in 


vegetable organizations. 


The 
advantage 
of 
transplanting 


trees when the ground is warmer than 
tlie atmosphere 
is also indicated by 


transplanters 
who are so well aware of 


the benelicial effect of a spell of cool 
weather at the time of and following 
the transplanting of trees. 


From tliepreceding will be seen the 


importance 
of 
exercising 
a 
sound 


judgment 
ou the use of the pruning 


knife 
upon 
the tree at the time of 


transplanting, 
so that 
the 
equilib- 


rium between the leaves aud the spon- 
gioles may be as little destroyed 
as is 


possible. 
As the exhalation of water 


from the leaves 
is not suspended 
by 


uprooting tlie tree while the supply is 
entirely cut oft', it follows that the 
pruning 
should 
be performed 
before 


the tree is taken up, and when this is 
not practicable it should be done im- 
mediately 
after 
the 
tree 
has 
been 


removed from the earth.

" The most wonderful sale 


of cattle

New York Mills, three

Camp- 


bell, consisted 
largely of the Duchess 


and 
Oxford breeds, 
and others 
close 


akin, or subordinate 
families. 
This 


sale drew to New York Millsrepresen- 
tative men of the shorthorn 
breeders 


ofthe world. 
Not only were the great 


glazing sections ofKentucky, Illinois, 
Ohio, and Minnesota represented, 
but 


the most prominent shorthorn breeders 
of New England, 
Canada, 
England, 


and Scotland met on common ground 
when these superb specimens 
of the 


noblest race of cattle ever bred 
were 


brought to the 
auction block. 
The 


origin of the herd was the purchase 
made by Mr. Samuel 
Thorne, of New 


York, of several animals 
of the Duch- 


ess tribe at the famous 
sale of Earl 


Ducio in 1853, which he bought for his 
father, and for Colonel Lewis G. Mor- 
ris. 
About 500 people were in attend- 


ance at the sale. 
Among the English 


breeders present 
may 
be mentioned 


the Right Hon. Lord Skelmersdale, 
Mr. Halford, of Papillon Market Har- 
bour; 
Mr. Caltrope, Mr. Richardson, 


who represents 
Sir C. Lampson, 
of 


Sussex; 
Mr. Berwick, 
agent 
for Lord 


Dunmore, but who buys for Earl Bec- 
tive; and Mr. Kello, agent for Mr. R. 
Paviu 
Davis, of Horton, 
Gloucester- 


shire. 
The Duchess family, headed by 


that noble three-year-old bull, Second 
Duke of Oneida, came first in the sale, 
which began punctually at one o'clock. 
He was no sooner presented 
than Lord 


Skelmersdale 
offered 
10,000 
dollars. 


This was quickly followed by otters of 
11,000 dollars and 
12,000 dollars, 
and 


he was sold to Mr. Thomas J. Megib- 
ben, 
of Cynthiana, 
Ky. 
Next came 


First Duchess of Oneida. 
The bidding 


started 
at 15,000 dollars, 
and 
quickly 


ran up to 30,000; 
after which bids of 


100 dollars were made 
until she was 


sold to Lord Skelmersdale

Into the ring. 
The bid- 


ding started at 500 dollars, ran quickly

Bectlve, 


through Mr. Berwick. 
The culmina- 


tion of the intense interest, however, 
was reached 
in the bidding 
for the 


Eighth Duchess of Geneva, which was 
sold to Mr. Pavin 
Davis, of Glouces- 


tershire, England, for the unpreceden- 
ted sum of 40,000 dollars. 
After this 


eleven 
cows 
of the 
Duchess 
family 


sold for 238,000 
dollars, an average of 


over 21,701) dollars. 
Of these six went 


to England at a cost of 147,000 dollars, 
and five remain 
here at a cost of 91,- 


--700 dollars. 
There were in all 
111 an- 


imals presented.

was 880,890 dollars."

Angeles county. 
I believe that more 


than half the grain 
produced in the 


county is raised in this section. 
When 


other parts of the country are parched 
and look bare, Los Nietos reminds one 
of 


"Those flelds arrayed in living given 


And rivers of delight." 


Old 
Gabriel must 
be proud of his 


rivers, 
and 
no doubt he will shed a 


tear when 
he will have to blow that 


blast that will dry them up forever. 
Their waters 
have 
made Los Nietos 


the 
garden spot of the world. 
The 


"happy valley" 
described 
in John- 


son's Kasselas, where everything grew 
with such luxuriance, and where ripe 
fruit fellfrom the trees every month in 
the year, is realized in Los Nietos. 
Apple trees frequently bear three crops 
a year, and semi-tropical fruits thrive, 
AVith very little care vegetables 
can 


be raised 
every month 
in the year. 


One hundred tons of beets were raised 
on a single acre of Mr. Tuttle's land in 
one season near our new town at the ter- 
minus of the railroad, but as we have 
no sugar factory yet, itwillnot pay to 
raise beets.

The Murder at the Encino. 


Yesterday, an old m an and his son 
named O’Neal were arrested, one near 
yiujor .Sanford’s, and the other a t the 
Encino Ranch. 
They were both 
lodged in jail, and m ake the following 
statem ents: 
The old man is an inoffensive, hon­ 
est, harm less old follow, and spoke 
with trem bling and anxious words. 
Ob the evening of the day before the 
m urder 1 m et tin* Indian or (Jal ifornian 
who was m urdered. 
I would have 
hired him to drive h o g s, hut I saw he 
was drunk and did not. 
1 then passed 
on. 
The next m orning, while going back 
after the Itogs rem aining at th e old 
camp, with a W elchm an who is now 
with the hogs, T saw a m an lying by 
the roadside, and called to him , hut he 
would not answer. 
I went on, and as 
f went over (lie ridge near by m y old 
camp I saw a M exican.riding up the 
cañón, and called to him . 
H e did not 
stop; but after we had eampefl, and 
while we were m aking coffee, he re­ 
turned, and 1 askecl him it he would 
help me to start m y hogs over the 
ridge. 
He said “yes,” and he did help 
me. 
As avc w ent along and cam e to 
the spot where this m an was lying we 
all stopped; the M exican got down 
and looked at him . 
H e then got on 
his horse and rode towards me, when 
I asked if the m an was dead, and he 
said “ yes.” 
I then asked “How he 
died?” and lie said, “ No see; his 
m outh is full of blood.” 
A dog avhs 
by the side of the dead man, and it 
growled at us as we passed. 
The next m orning we w enton by the 
Encino, gathering the hogs, and came 
to the station tw o miles from the E n­ 
cino. The hostler cam e running out to 
the road and said “ some m an three 
days ago drove a lot of hogs in below 
my house, and left them and went 
hack.” 
It then came to m y mind to tell him 
about this m an being dead. 
H e said 
lie knew him and described his dog; 
that the m an avus a half Indian and 
th at the dog Avas lying by th e m an 
now. 
I did not knoAV I was suspected until 
S herilf Rowland arrested me. 
1 never 
carry fire arms. 
The young m an has a kind, clear 
eye, Is evidently a hard worker and is 
considerably tanned by his exposure, 
liy trade he is a wood-chopper. 
He 
was w illing to m ake his statem ent and 
answered all 
questions tully 
and 
frankly. H e said: 
I went on F riday to the Encino to 
get som ething to eat, 
A Californian 
came lip and asked him if lie would 
drive liogs. H e said “ Yes.” 
I told 
him m y father wanted a hand. 
Some 
of the hogs then came up ami I told 
him to herd them and I Avould be ready 
to go soon. 
W e soon overtook l'uther, 
and I told him I had a hand. 
H e said 
he had an old gentlem an already en­ 
gaged. 
I told the Spaniard th a t my 
father had help. 
H e said all right. 
Two or three m en then came up anti 
he Avent away. 
I live near th e Encino. T was only 
helping m y father to get them off but 
could not go w ith him myself. 
Of course, nothing can he gi\'en hut 
supposition. I t Avould seem, though, 
th at the officers had possession of the 
wrong m an or m en, and that the m ur­ 
derer is still a t large. The only sus­ 
picious feature is the fac^ th at the old 
m an did not Inform the authorities of 
the m an's death wnen he learned of it. 


COUNTY TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


T h l r 1 D ll). 
A t the roll-call, few failed to answer 
‘here.’ 
Yesterday, only three teach­ 
ers were absent. 
C ritics’ report Avas made, and was 
m ost humorous and appropriate. 
Mr. M organ and Mrs. DuBois were 
appointed critics for the com ing year. 
A discussion concerning “ Music in 
our public schools” was made by Mr. 
Saxo. 
H e presented his m ethod, and 
said lie thought every one ought to he 
able to learn and teach the simple ru­ 
dim ents of music. Pupils who once 
get a start, and have m usical talents, 
when once started, will go along very 
favorably. 
Pupils should take care 
and not get the Avords ‘do, re, m i,’ in­ 
stead of the sound, which they repre­ 
sent. 
Mr. IhitteriieM , Mr. M organ, Mrs. 
Duliois, Miss Bixliy and Mr. Duns- 
more discussed the question of doing 
aw ay in teaching with the words ‘do, 
re, m i.’ 
The general feeling was 
against their use, or the continued use 
of any one system. 
Mr. Tonnor suggested a breathing 
exercise, and 
an explanation was 
made by Mr. Saxon and an exercirfe 
g iv en ,in a breathing and eallstlienic 
exercise, by Mr. Tonner. 
Professor McDonald read a discourse 
on punctuation, showing its im port­ 
ance, and giving hints as to the m eth­ 
ods necessary in instructing, and gave 
the sentence “John it. Jones, Jr., Esq., 
Los Angeles, C al,” to he.punctuated. 
The report to he made at the afternoon 
session. 
Then followed an essay on “ Com­ 
pulsory E ducation” by ('. ('. Cum­ 
mings. The essayist did not favor 
such legislation, as it would compel 
attendance at school. 
It would de­ 
tract from the liberties of the pupil and 
proA'e disastrous to our educational 
system. 
It tended toward centraliza­ 
tion and was not consistent w ith the 
f 
irinciples of republicanism . 
He be- 
ieved a belter method would he to 
m ake schools, school buildings and 
their 
surroundings 
attractive and 
thereby induce children 
to 
attend 
school without compulsion. 
Mr. Tonner argued th at it Avas the 
duty of parents to educate th eir child­ 
ren, and when th ey neglected th a t duty 
the law should interfere. 
H e cited 
Switzerland, a s a republic, where these 
principles had been put in practice 
w ith good results ensuing. 
Mr. Adams denied the rig h t of the 
law to interfere Avith parents in the 
education of theirchildren, contending 
th at it was antagonistic to the very 
first principles of the C hristian reli­ 
gion. 
Mr. Saxe believed lie Avas a (’hristian 
and that C hristianity and education 
w ent hand in hand. 
H e believed it 
was a C hristian duty to educate the 
masses; it was a means of preventing 
crim e. H e failed to 
see any an­ 
tagonism. 
Mr. Dubois, Mr. Saxon and others, 
Avere friends to the cause of education, 
but were not in fuA'or of compulsory 
laws enforcing it. 
Mr. R ighter argued at considerable 
length in favor of com pelling parents 
to send their children to school. H e 
believed that th e Iiiavs should guard 
(lie m ental as well as the physical or­ 
ganization. 
Dr. Lucky stated th at he had favored 
compulsory education, hut believed 
th at at present it would he im practi­ 
cable in this S tate; th a t a law of th at 
kind Avould be som ew hat prem ature at 
present, therefore he was opposed to it. 
Adjourned till 1 1*. m. 


A FTKllNOON SESSION. 
Air. W arner, of the C om m ittee on 
Questions, answered two questions, 
one of w hich Avas “How shall we pre­ 
vent tardiness In schools?” 
By re­ 
quiring w ritten excuses. 
Miss H ow ard’s class in geography 
was then called. The editor of the 
H eradd begs leave to differ from her 
in respect to h er m ethods, hut m ust 
say th at the exercise and th e exam ple 
set Avere good.

But art education has a value in the 
lowest idea of the practical.

proves the handw riting; the dress im ­ 
proves; the habits of cleanliness im ­ 
prove. 
A boy w ith a knoAvledge of 
art makes his hand aid his tongue. 
It aids in designing. 
An artist was at 
w ork in designing the carpet on this 
floor. 
Every picture in the hooks 
you read lias an artist hack of it. 
Most pupils in our schools of design 
are notlearning to draw M adonnas,hut 
industrial draw ing for a practical pur­ 
pose. 
No artist has ever lived who has 
draw n hum an forms better than R a­ 
phael. There are Christs, and Apostles, 
in all forms. 
W hatever he does is ex­ 
trem ely beautiful. 
R em brandt is the 
very contrary of Raphael. 
His pic­ 
tures, unlike R aphael’s, are plain. 
Up to the present century artists fol­ 
lowed Raphael, hut since has sprung 
up the Prae-Rapliaelites. 
Turner is 
an example. H is first study was form 
not color; after he had m astered this 
then lie undertook coloring. 
Before 
him avus Claude. H e Avas afraid to 
draw th e sunlight of noon; he gives 
softer light and cooler w eather. W hen 
Turner died he left two paintings, on 
condition th at they he hung side by 
side w ith Claude’s. There they hang 
now. The difference between the pic­ 
tures of these m en is this: one needs 
focusing and the other does not.

THE RACE TRACK. 


Our Reporter Visited It, and Mado Note.; oí 
What He Saw. 


A reporter from this office visited 
th e race track yesterday, and gives 
tlie following account of the prepara­ 
tions for th e races next week: 
“The track is looking splendidly, 
and one forgets all about the dust in­ 
cidental to the ride out, as soon as the 
line of fences of the Agricultural So­ 
ciety comes in sight. 
I have seen a 
great m any race tracks in the old 
world and the new, hut I think I never 
saav such :i finely appointed running 
ground attached to a city of the size of 
Los Angeles. The first thing th a t a t­ 
tracted m y attention avus the splendid 
condition of the fencing round the 
Society’s grounds, and th e perfection 
of tlie appointm ents connected w ith 
them . From the collector’s house at 
the entrance, to the sm allest minutise 
of the stable arrangem ents, hut little 
escaped me, and I m ust confess to be­ 
ing thoroughly pleased. 
“ E ntering the avenue one is at once 
struck by th e way in which it is laid 
out. On either side row’s of gum trees 
are planted which, in two or throe 
years hence, will attord abundance of 
shade and welcome green. 
“On the left hand side, before reach­ 
ing the grand stand, is the house of 
the m an in charge, while stretching 
out In a semi-circle to the right are the 
well-built cattle and horse-sneds, etc., 
for exhibitions. 
“A description of the grand stand is 
hardly necessary. 
It is roomy, com­ 
modious, and commands a fine v Ioav 
of the whole course. 
Underneath is a 
large refreshm ent hall, w ith excellent 
accommodation for visitors. 
“ W hat pleased me most were the 
stables. 
J am quite sure th a t the 
Ocean Track or the A gricultural Park 
accommodations are no better. 
As 
near as 1 could reckon there were 
fifty-six loose boxes, w ith space for 
buggies between every nine or ten. 
The stables are solidly built, have 
plenty of ventilation, and in addition 
are lofty, healthy and warm. 
“My first visit Avas to W illis H ull’s 
horse Target. Target Is full brother 
toJNell Flaherty, and is sired by Ri­ 
fleman. H e is a black horse w ith a 
w hite star on the forehead, and the 
near hind foot white. He stands about 
15 hands 21 inches, and is rem arkable 
for great depth of shoulders and his 
long reaching quarters. H e was ju st 
preparing for his three m ile walk, and 
1 had the pleasure of seeing him before 
and after his exercise. 
W hen he 
landed his legs Avere a little big from 
w ant of exercise, and know ing ones 
said he Avas likely to get stale after his 
hard Avork in Sacram ento and the Bay 
city. 
A glance at him to-day, dis­ 
pelled all such illusions. H e feeds well, 
and is probably as tit as e\’er he Avas 
in his life. 
I 
hear th a t Charley 
Thom as has four horses from San Ber­ 
nardino. Two of them , belonging to 
Slaughter, are by Tenhroeck out of 
Belmont. 
Mr. 
Machado has two 
horses at th e track, Bandero, and an­ 
other, whose nam e I think is Ostiauo, 
hut on th is point am not certain. 
John Reed lias three horses here, 
M onte 
Belle 
and 
another, 
by 
Tenhroeck, the third I did not see. 
Mr. Carr and Jam es Adams have sent 
Captain Jack out. 
H e is looking 
splendidly, and avus taking his exer­ 
cise Avitli the rest. 
Burkhill Jacques 
arrived while I was there w ith Cap­ 
tain Forney’s marc, Mariposa. 
As far 
as one could judge, looking at her w ith 
her clothing on, she has not suffered 
at all from the journey overland. She 
has come from Santa Barbara in four 
days, and seems none the worse for 
the trip. To-morrow when she takes 
her m orning exercise I will he able 
to tell you more about her. George 
It. Butler’s horse Longfellow, and 
Giflbrd’s M ilk Boy Avere out airing 
and by th e Avay afforded us a little 
am usem ent. Milkboy got aw ay from 
the hoy who Avas leading him and 
Longfellow followed suit. 
For about 
two m inutes they were ull heads anti 
tails and scampered round the inside 
track like yearlings on a frosty m orn­ 
ing. 
However, they 
were caught 
w ithout an y difficulty and resumed 
th eir exercise none the worse for their 
tem porary 
liberty. 
Mr. 
H azard’s 
trotter is a t the track, while Charley 
Durfec is represented by Nance, Enoch 
Arden, and a saddle horse. Mr. Ellis 
has charge of Dr. Stanw ay’s string, 
Avhich consists of Sultan, K ing, Pride 
of K entucky, a brood mare, and a 
yearling colt out of Missouri. Tom 
Sanchez has a three-year old by Dasli- 
away, and Chapm an’s W hitestockings 
has also taken up his quarters. 
Dona­ 
hue’s stable is avcII represented by 
Paddy McGee, sired by M ormon Chief 
and half brother to Longfellow. I had 
only tim e to take a hasty look at Irene 
Harding. 
She is a bright bay, about 
half an inch short of fifteen hands, 
w ith two w hite hind feet and a m agni­ 
ficent head and neck. You shall hear 
more about her when 1 have seen 
her going.

country a Clay-bank, i.e. not exactly a 
dun and too dark for cream color. He 
is a fine upstanding looking horse, 
w ith w hite feet, inane and tail. Billy 
Donelson will have on exhibition a 
yearling filly nam ed Ballet-girl. 
She 
is sired by Monday, and spoken of 
very highly. 
L. J. Rose’s trainer, 
McGregor, will be here to-morrow 
w ith the rest of Mr. Rose’s string, and 
several m ore anim als are expected on 
the steam er and overland. 
Prob­ 
ably by to-m orrow I shall be able to 
give you some interesting news. 
“ The old place on the home stretch 
last year, which was so bad, Is now 
just as good as any other part of the 
track, and there is no difference be­ 
tween any two feet of it. Geo. B ut­ 
ler lias m ade arrangem ents for having 
it Avatereil and rolled every day, and 
everybody out there is highly pleased 
Avitli it. 
I m ay have missed seeing 
some of th e nags, hut it Avas growing 
late and 1 liad only tim e to m ake u 
hasty visit, any Avuy. A ltogether there 
are about 24 horses in the Society’s 
stables, and, as arrivals keep coming 
in, it is probable that double tiiat 
num ber will he quartered there before 
the races commence. 
K ate G ift is 
spoken of as likely to arrive on Satur­ 
day, but I cannot vouch for the truth 
of the report.

HARD SUMS 
-A R E T H E C H ILD R EN 
R IG H TLY? 
TAUGHT 


Ait exasperated parent overflows in­ 
to the columns of the Philadelphia 
Bulletin: 
In common of thousands of other 
parents who desire that their children 
shall at least keep up with the average 
boy and girl, I find myself obliged to 
spend my evenings in teaching school, 
doing what I pay others to do during 
the daytime, and in order that my 
youngsters may be able to go and re­ 
cite at school, spending my leisure 
hours, and the sleepy ones, in trying 
to fix in their poor, little, weary brains 
the names of almost unknown rivers 
in some out of the way portion of the 
globe, or in trying to explalu the im­ 
portant and eminently practical fact 
that 237 1-7 dollars is 2-7 of 9 times 
what A paid for his horse, and the 
horse cost J of i of i| as much as his 
carriage—something no doubt, that 
every child ought to know, provided 
his parents teach it to him. 
We all know that we make just such 
calculations as this fifty times a day, 
and never think of coming at a result 
in a sensible, direct manner. 
Dr. 
Johnson says a school is “ a house of 
discipline and instruction,” a place of 
literary education, etc., and that a 
schollar is “ one who learns of a 
master.” He also says a schoolmaster 
“ is one who teaches in a school.” 
Now, so far as my experience goes, the 
modern schoolmaster or mistress does 
none of these things, but merely lis­ 
tens to the recitations of lessons 
taught by parents at home. I have 
no hesitation in saying that the whole 
system of modem teaching, Including 
text-books, maps, and everything else 
connected with it, is vastly below and 
behind what was in vogue thirty years 
since, and that, instead of making us a 
race of well-educated men and women, 
it is making candidates for the insane 
asylums, and piling up a heap of 
misery in very many forms. 
I am perfectly willing that teachers 
shall be well paid, if they only teach, 
and may mention in my capacity of 
trustee of public school, I give a prac­ 
tical illustration of my faith; but I am 
opposed to parents being compelled to 
teach their children. 
As a boy, I was flogged at school, 
and the memory of the rattan is pleas­ 
ing as bringing back a time when boys 
were boys, and teachers were teachers. 
Now we do not flog the boys, and very 
properly, for those who deserve the 
flogging are first the teachers, and 
perhaps if a parent were made to suffer 
now and then, it w’ould do him good.

S tu d y o u t o f S c h o o l H o u r s .— 
The following sensible article, upon a 
subject that is of the utmost import­ 
ance, is from the Journal of Chemis­ 
try, for October: 
“The summer vacation having pass­ 
ed, the school children are seen upon 
the streets with their satchels and piles 
of heavy books bound by leather 
straps, after the fashion of securing 
clothing needed in their late summer 
travels. 
These books are what are 
known as “ text-books,” and are car­ 
ried to and fro between the school 
room and the homes of the children, 
for the purpose of enabling them to 
study between scliool-hours. Not long 
since we met a group of young girls 
returning form school, each with a 
package of books so heavy that we 
thought of sending to their relief a job 
wagon. Here were girls just at the 
time of life when growth is rapid, and 
when the vital powers are taxed to 
develop and bring into healthy action 
all the functions of the body, tugging 
home books for evening study. Is it 
right thus to burden our girls? It is 
not so much the load of books that ex­ 
cites pity and apprehension, but the 
knowledge that they contain, the hard 
lessons which are to be studied and 
puzzled over, during hours which 
should be devoted to physical exercise 
and recreation. 
Reader, have you 
girls at school? If you have, may we 
ask if you know much about the na­ 
ture of the studies, or the number they 
are pursuing? Have you carefully 
watched the effect of the school regu­ 
lations and studies upon the health of 
your daughters? If you have not, you 
are neglecting one of the most import­ 
ant duties which can possibly engage 
your attention.”

P a r is .—A mysterious crime has just 
been discovered. About ten days ago 
a cab-driver, named Jacques Drouet, 
came in with his vehicle and reported 
that he had been stopped by a woman, 
who told him to drive to the bridge of 
Asnieres.
